years. Tbe fact that a large portion of 
the democratic majority in the Senate 
andHoneeia froai^tbe Soatb, where 
prahil>itioa is general, makes eeruin the 
fact that there will be littlewine and less 
wassail than has been known in Wash- 
ington for many years.

Federal Patronage, in Ken- 
tucky. 

With great regard for Vice President 
Marshall's good feelings, we venture to 
eaprese the doubt whether his interfer- 
eaoaln the distribution of FWenl pat- 
fOnage in Kentucky will ba baMflcial to 
the Vice President, to the demoeratic 
party or to the pabliA sarvtoa ia this 
Slate.

the Vice President, and to others, in the 
distribution of patronage: It is well for 
every maa to "shinny on his a«ra aida."
